Dr. Revelis claimed that he had 
discovered the cancer germ in the 
winter of 1934. Then, using, a 
serum, he cured infected rabbita. 

He carried. out his first> human 
experiment on hiniself,, He fnocu- 
lated his left thumb -with cancer 
germ cultures. Within na fow 
weeks he had a cancerous growth 
as large as a pea. Ho produced 
hia anti-cancer vaccine and then 
Injected it into his thumb.  As.a 
result the growth disappeared com- 
pletely within a fortnight. .

SURPRISING G ACTION BY

M. Barnegarai stressed that 
Licutenant-Colonel De !a Roque, 
leader of the Fire Cross League, 
was not opposed to the republi- 
can regime, and that he himself 
desired nothing so much as to 8¢e 
all Frenchmen united in working 
for the welfare of the country. 

IMPROVED POSITION 

This development has eased the 
situation considerably, and it ap- 
peurs to be now a foregone con- 
clusion that M.' Laval will emerge 
from the crucial Parlinmentary 
battle with flying colours. 

The Government immediately 
drew the necessary conclusions 
from thy: declarations made on 
behalf of the various leagues, the

diald by Sir Willlam Peel just over 


a yenr previously, in November 


1930. 
Five weeks after the official 


opening—on January 12, 19392— 
there were 540 pupils in atten- 
dance, 300 of them from St. 
Joscph’s College and its branch 
in Chatham Road. A _ hundred 
moro attended in 1933, 795 in 1934, 
and during this year nbout 50 
more pupils had been added. 
Steady Advance 

These were years, the Report 
atates, of atrenous work when the 
Initlal difficulties at Lu Salle of or- 
ganisation and staffing had to be 
overcome. 

In 1932, nine students passed 
the local Junior Examination; in 
1933, six passed the Matriculation.

Deep Breathing Need 


Muny years ayo Inspector 
Nielsen noted that the Schaeffer 
technique as well as another 
commonly used method, the Sil- 
veater—both invented by English 
physicinnu—could- at~best force 
a respiration equal only to the 
normal, unconsidered breathing 
of the average healthy man. He 
concluded | that to cleanse the 
lungs thoroughly and speedily it 
would be necessary to Induce a 
respiration similar to the deep 
breath a man takes when he ex- 
panda his cheat to its fullest ca- 
pacity before an open window of 


a morning, * 


Inspector Nielsen procecded to 
the dificult task of applying 
such deep breathing to forced, 
involuntary respiration. Difficult 
because breathing is perhaps the 
most purely mechanical function 
that tnkes place in our bodies, 


and made doubly difficult because 


the lungs of a senacless man 
will accept only 80 much air ag 
the method employed will force 
him to do, 1 


Radical Differences 


Only ‘in respect to the general 
posture of the patient’s body are 
the two systema similar. For in 
the position of the operator, in 
his movements and in his speed 
of working, they differ radically. 


With the Holger Nielsen 
method the operator kneels at 
the head of the patlent, instead 
of astride his hips, puta pressure 
on the shoulder blades instead 
of lower down on the rib struc- 
ture, and at the conclusion of 
each pressure permits his hands 
to allde to the patient’s arms 
and ralses them very slightly. 
By this small action, seemingly 
inconsequent, the operator re- 
mover the weight of the patient's 
torso from his cheat and makes 
{t expand so greatly as to cause 
the lungs to ‘nceept almost double 
‘the quantity of alr that. can be 
taken under any other method.

Crux Of System 


This ts the crux of the Neil- 
sen method, which fs suid to yive

from the lunga more rapidly 
than was heretofore. considered 
possible and (2) by causing the 
natural process of breathing to 
be set up correspondingly faster. 

_ ‘When_ he_had__ perfected _h!s 
system the inventor turned it 
over to Professor Anold Krogh, 
Nobel Prize winner of — the 
‘Rockefeller Institute in Copen- 
hngen, an investigater famous 
for his researches on the respira- 
tory processes, 

Professor Krogh tested it ex- 
haustively, on actually ingensible 
persons, and after his tests gave 

‘the method hia unqualified en- 
dorsement. Following Professor 
Kroyh’s endoraement the meth:d 


was investigated by a commis- ” 


sfon of men drawn from the 
faculty of medicine of the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen, the State 
Board of Public Health, the 
Danish Red, Cross, the Danish 
Life’ Saving  Assotiation and 
other Interested bodies. 


The Nielsen Method. 
Taking the Schacffer method 


to represent 160 per cent, in 


efficiency, the board found that . 
the Nielsen method was 141 per | 


cent. efficient. Also, the Nielsen 
method afforded « greater num- 
ber of breaths per minute, deep- 
er breaths and greater ventila- 
-tion of lungs per minute than 
either the Silvester or the 
Schaeffer system. 

Immediately after this ap- 
proval the Danish Red Cross 
formally adopted the new method 
and advised its widespread use 

, on all bathing beaches and in 
all industries in which artificial 
respiration is resorted to in re- 
storing breath to an iniured 
workman, . 

Many minor details of the 
treatment, chiofly in regard. to 
caring for the patient before and 
after the artificial respiration Is 
applied, aro similar to the 
Schaeffer and Silvester methods 
and require little description. 
The rules for operating the now 
method follow: 


New Roles 

If reacucr is alone, he shall 
start resuscitation immediately 
and shall send for the doctor 
and ambulance only when othera 
have come to his assistance.‘ If 
help {s very long {n coming, 
patient should be removed to 
nearest - house, . 

Remove outer clothing and 
quickly loosen all garments re- 
straining breathing, if necca- 


sary, Lay patient face down on 
flat, hard surface. If surface 
slopes, keep head at lowest point. 
Bend patlent’s arms at elbows, 
cross hands flat one over the 
other and place directly under 
patient's forehead. Place han- 
kerchief under hands and face, 
if possible, to prevent dust en- 
tering and to keep mouth and 
nore clear of the ground. 

Then, standing nat head of pa- 
tlent. the operator places one 
knee noar head on a folded cloth 
or coat and piaces the other foot 
near-his-elbow. 


Kneeling thus, the operator 
slaps heavily With flat hands be- 
tween the shoulder blades two or 
three times so that the tongue 
may fall forward. If tongue 
does not fall 
must open patient’s mouth and 
draw ft forward, At all times 
he must ‘be certain that the 
tongue remains forward and 
downward, . 


Starting Position 

The operator Jays his hands 
with outstretched fingers on pa- 
tient’s back so that hia palms are 
just on, the shoulder blades and 
the wrists just over the top edge. 

Operator commences artificial 
respiration at once by swinging 
his body forward, awlnging freo- 
ly from the hips, with his arms 
straight and atiff, He moves 
slowly and with progressive pres- 
sure. The pressure is to be 
made by the weight of the 
operator's body alone, He must 
be certain that his movement of 
pressure shall be free of muscu- 
lar force. -Continue pressure 
until ‘arms are quite vertical. 
Opcrator holds position while he 
counts—one, two, three,’ four, 


‘and on four he releases presaure 


by swinging hia torso backward. 
. Operator then moves his hands 
along the paticnt's shoulders and 
arms until he can grasp the mld- 
dle of the patient's upper arms. 


.He now swings slightly backward

SOME ATTRACTIVE WORK 
ON EXHIBITION 


It may scem strange, but 
there are in Hong Kong a fow 
people whose mutual activity is 
not exhausted by the Club,’ a 
glass of whisky, racing and 
such trifles. In fact, I have 
found one or two people who do 
not think that Edgar Wallace 
is the “top.” And they say 
that ,the mentality of Hong 
Kong is ruled by the dollar 
sign. 
European community is classic, 
and even the pretty-pretty 
things produce only a very mild 
enthusiasm. But the few Chin- 
ese artists living in town have 
another sad tale to tell of their 
own community,.

HOW IT WAS” 
CHRISTIAN 


_ (By Rev. J. N.- 


d haat is Bible Sunday, and 
nb occasion could bo more 
fitting on which to think about 
the greatest of alt Books that. the 
world has ever known, 

. Strictly speaking, of course, it is 
not a book. Probably over a 
hundred people had a share in ita 
compilation, sprend over a period 
of more than o thousand years. 
Nor had’ any of them tho faintest 
notion that thelr work was going 
to endure across the centuries, and 
he read by countless millions of 
human beings all over the world. 

‘It atarted away back in the early 
days of the Hebrew people. A 
shepherd, such as Amos, spoke to 
the people with such force that 
someone took down the words. 
Other people borrowed the report 
and made copies of ft, and ro little 
rolls of parchment containing his 
‘warnings began to circulate from 
hand to hand. , One day, perhaps. 
a choirman {n the Temple wrote a 
new panim, and the copy was filed 
in the Temple records, and so on. 

How The Bible Grew 

In the course of time there came 
to be hundreds of religous writings 
seattered about the country; but 
an yet there was no Bible. Gradu- 
ally, almost unconsclously, the 
members of the Jewish Church be- 
gan to realise that some of the 


writings had a higher value than]: 


othera. The best psalms were suns 
again and again, The less beauti- 
ful were forgotten, The most help- 
ful writings were constantly re- 
copied. The less helpful dropped 
put of use. In this'way only the 
bert. survived and these form 
what we now call the Old Testa- 
ment, 

Then’ came the birth of the 
Chriatian Church, with a new and 
higher message, and the same pro- 
cers was repented. The letters of 
St. Paul, for instance, were copied 
again and again. So’ with ihe 
other writings, Every one was 
enger to make copies of the beat. 
The less profitable dropped out of 
sight. Thus the whole literature 
wns sifted, not by any Bishop or 
Council,” but by the unconscious 
judgment, of the whole Church; 
and so we got ‘our New Testament. 

‘The Vulgate . 

But the language of the Jew 

was Hebrew, and the language of 


ajnever had to be ropeated. 


the early Chriatiams was Greek. 
The need soon arose, therefore, for 
translation.

the whole Bible into Latin, the 
Inngunge of the Roman Empire.

For yeard this was enough. All 
‘)Christinns In the workl understood 
Greek or Latin. 
English became Christinns, these 
tongues were as foreign to them 
as Hebrew. A new translation 
therefore became necessary. The 
next great translater was tho 
Venerable Bede. : 

VIe was an Anglo-Saxon monk 
in the monastery of Jarrow in 
Northumberland. He- wanted the 
English: people to hear tha story 
of Our Lord’s Mfe in their own 
tongue, so he started to make his 
translation. As the work proceed- 
ed, he fell fll, but still he strug- 
wled on. On the eve of Ascension 
Day he sent for a Jad to write for 
him.’ ‘Write quickly,” he said, “for 
1 know not how long J may Inst.” 
For an hour he dictated, and then 
he paused. “There $a still one sen- 
tence unwritten” said the doy. 
“Write It quickly,” sald the dying 
man, “It is finished,” now said 
the littlé scribe. “You speak 
truth,” replicd the master; “all is 
finished.” , And so he died. 

The English Bible 

But to us, Anglo-Saxon would be 

na hard to read as Arabic, so once 
ngain the translator had to get 
busy. This time ft was William 
Tyndale, and to him wa owe our 
English Bible. 
Ile wns a quict Oxford scholar, 
who was grieved to find how many, 
even of .the clergy, were ignorant 
of the Bible, Te determined to 
translate it, so that all might read 
it. He met with tremendous 
opposition, strange though it may 
seem. In those days no one could 
publish a religious book without 
the sanction of a Bishop. Tyndale 
came to London to try to get tho 
required permission, but the Bishop 
refuscd to grant it, 

Rather than abandon his plan, 
Tyndale went abroad ‘and, living 
in’ great poverty, at last accom- 
plished his task. He had his price- 
leas books printed abroad and 
smuggled into England inside 
sacks of flour and bales of cloth, 
Before he was cought by his 
enemies: and burned, thousands of 
his New Testaments, and parts of 
his Old Testament, were circulat- 
ing far and wide. Our. present 
English Biblo ia only Tyndale’s 
work revised. 

World's “Best Seller” 

It has been for yenrs the world’s 
beat seller. It is printed, in whole 
or in part, in nearly 700 difforent 
languages and dialects. Over 
11,000,000 copica were sold Inst 
year alone, throughout the . whole 
world. In certain languages it 1s 
the only printed book that exists, 
and to make a translation possible 
Christian missionaries have had, 
first of all, to compile an alphabet. 

What other book In the world 
has brought so much comfort to 
human hearts and lives, sunk 
the very depths of despair? ‘ow 
many people owe to it a new vision 
and a now courage, that. enabled 
them to face life again when all 
hope seemed to be lost? Christian 
missionaries have gone out and 
conquered the world, not by might 
and force of arms, but by the sim- 
ple story of a simple Life, simply 
given in simple service: 

Sir John Franklin, the Arctic 
explorer, perished while trying to 
find a passage round the north of 
North America. Twelve years Jater 
his skeleton was discovered in his 
rbont, with his hand stil! resting 
on an underlined verse In his Bible, 
which he had evidently been read- 
ing when he died; “If I dwell in 
the uttermost parts of the earth, 
even there. . . . Thy right hand 
shall hold me”—jast ono verse of 
many which - have helped God’s 
children when crossing from the 
twilight to the dawn,

Bishop Of Salisbury |, 
Passes 
BRILLIANT CLASSICAL 
SCHOLAR 
London, Yesterday. 

Tho death has occurred of tho 
Bishop .of Salisbury. Ho was 
found dend in his bed and had 
apparently diced in his sleep. He 
was 72 years of age.—Reuter, 

The Rt. Rev. St. Clair George 
Donaldson, K.C.M.G., D.D. (Ox- 
ford and Cambridge), D-C.L., (Dur- 
ham) had been Bishop of Salis-; 
bury since 1921, and Prelate of 
the Order of St. Michnel and St. 
George since 1933. He was born 
In London on February 11, 1868, 
the-son of Sir Stuart A. Donald- 
son, first Promier of New South 
Wales, and was unmarried, 

He was dducated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
ho was a scholar and gained his 
Ist Cinss Classical and Theologi- 
cal Tripos and the degree of Mas- 
ter of Arts. He was ordained In 
1888, being sippointed Curate of 
St. Andrew's, Bethnal Green, in 
the same year. He was Resident 
Chaplain to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury from 1888 to 1891; 
Hend of the.Eton Mission to 
Hackney -Wick, 1891-1900; Rector 
of Hornsey, 1901-1904; Rural 
Dean of the same place, 1902; 
Bishop of Brisbane, 1904; and was 
erented an Archbishop on the 
formation of the- Province of 
Queensland in‘1906.. He had been 
an Honorary Fellow of Magdaleno 
College, Cambridge, aince 1928.

' “THE TORTOISE, FIRST 
OF BEINGS CREATED 


PLACE IN CHINESE SYSTEM 
OF DIVINATION 


(By PHYLLIS JUBY) 


“AX TONDROUS and beautiful ia 
‘the Divine Tortoise! 


Its back, by myatic signs, with aun 
and moon, 


Reevenla the code of Yang and Yin. 


Divining by the tortoise-shell 
took place in’ China as early as 
2300 or 2600 .B.C. According to 
an anelent work, 2 prince of Yuch- 
Shang sent to the Emperor Ynuo 
(B.C. 2367-2265) the carapace of 
a large tortoise upon whose back 
appeared ancient chatacters. From 
these legendary days, when the 
figures on the shell of 8 turtolse 
were made the basis of the charac- 
ters of the Chinese writtes lun- 
guage, rules, regulations and 
socrets of magic have been derived 
from the markings and diagrams. 
For centuries this creature has 
been consulted og an oracle and 
used by: fortune-tellers and = gco- 
mancers. Even in Hong Kong Ao- 
day the tortoise is to be seen by 
the side of many of the Holly wood 
Road fortune-tellers. 

Guilding Government 

It ig related that Yu the Great, 
(B.C. 2205-2197) beheld a tortoine 
coming out of the waters of: the 
Loh river, The animal presented 
him with a chart containing de- 
tails nbout tho regulating of the 
waters and a scheme of the Great 
Plan, which has influenced the 
rulers and sages down to the pre- 
gent day and shaped the habits of 
the people.  Huang-ti, too, was 
known to meet a tortoise coming 
from the waters of the Yellow 
River and bearing on its bavk some 
quaint —seript’ generally cal 
“dragon writing.” 

Hence in remote ages It became 
n customary principle of govern- 
ment to consult the tortolse-shell. 
Apart from the meaningful mark- 
inga on the shell, this animal was 
chosen because its back bore a re- 
semblance to the heavenly vault, 
awhile its flat under-part represent- 
ed ‘the earth’s horizon. .'The. way 
the diviners set about secking a 
reply was to tnke the outer shell, 
cover It with ink and apply fire 
benenth.

Another Method 


Another popular method of 
divination was, and probably still 
is, using the tortoise-shell and 
three ancient cash. .The diviner 
firat Nghts incense and candies ond 
places them before the picture of 
the old man worshipped an the 
delty presiding over thia kind of 
divination. He then takes the 
cash and putting them Into a tor- 
tolse-shell shakes. them before the 
picture, ‘nt- the same time invoking 
the nid of the god. Then he takes 
the cash Into his hand and strikes 
the shell gently with them - three 
times, repeating hla formulas. 
The cash are now put back into 
the shell, shaken ag before and 
turned out onto a plate, while “the 
manner in which they fall is 
closely observed. This is repented 
twice more, when, noting the rela- 
tive positions of the cash, he pro- 
eceds to consult the diagrams of 
the five elements, and then, ac- 
cording to intricate rules, pro- 
nounces his judgment, 

But ati! more intricate and com- 
Plicated is a, tortoiae chart of 
divination designed to counteract 
evil influences. This chart is fre- 
quently ‘hung on’ the walls 
housea, for it is betieved; to have 
the power to preserve the inmates 
from the mischief caused by the 
elements. The diagram contains a 
spread tortuise whose mouth gapes 
and whose paws grasp four poles 
surmounted by a frog. The: frog 
representa the evil kept in contro! 
by the tortoise. The whole body 
of the tortoise emits flames which 
frighten evil spirits and prove dis- 
astrous to enemies. Animals, ra- 
presenting the cycle of twelve 
years; eight mystical marks re: 
presenting fire, earth, tron, sky, 
water, hill, tree and wind; and nine 
spots three while symbolising 
iron, one ‘black and one blue re- 
presenting water, one green re- 
presenting wood, one yellow re- 
presenting the earth,.and two red 
representing fire, are . placed 
around. Nine numberg corres- 
ponding to the nine spots are ar- 
ranged in such as way as to give 
the same total in all directions. 
Tn congulting this diagram, favour- 
able aud unfavourable consequences 
of an action are determined by tho 
position of the various figures in 
relation to the time when the action 
ig performed.- The auspicious and 
inauspicious moments of birth, 
marriage and death are determined 
on the same principle. 

First Living Creature 


The Chinese have a myth that 
gives to the tortoise the honoured 
place of the first created of living 
creatures, © They claim that Pan- 
ku, the first being to be formed 
from chaos by the dual powers, 
Yang-and Yin, had a tortolsa for 
his attendant when he chiseled 
So of course in an- 
cient days.the tortoisewas held in 
high regard as a divine _ animal. 
It was only when Confucius sug- 
gested that the tortoise carried a 
record of the Eight Virtues on its 
back because otherwise it could not 
remember thom, that a stigma of 
{rresponéibility was: placed on It. 
Then strange tales soon began to 
eIrculate which placod the tortoise 
on.a much lower level in Chinese 
folk-lore. It was told that the 
tortoiso might sometimes assume a 
female -form, haunting rivera and 
seducing young men.
